Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Zoneraich suggested amending claims to overcome 1 12 
rejection of record by replacing substnatially with "nearly liquid" as set forth in the specification. Mr. Zoneraich argued 
that the claimed structure is structurally different from Craven because it requires a coating that is "flexible" and "nearly 
liquid." The examiner indicated that these are broad, relative terms that do not distinguish over Craven. Mr. Zoneraich 
also argued the motivation for combining Craven with the secondary enclopedia reference (optimizing viscosity based 
on the desired coating method). Examiner indicated that it appears that evidence of unexpected results or other 
secondary considerations would be needed to overcome the 103 rejection of record . 
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
